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Action at 20th-Fox 


ITH his characteristic aggressiveness and vision 

Mr. Spyros P. Skouras has worked out a voluntary 

salary reduction plan with the chief executives of 
Twentieth Century-Fox. There may be no doubt that he has 
adopted a realistic approach in view of the unsettled box office 
conditions, high costs of production and the impending di- 
vorcement and divestiture facing the company. 

Top executives, numbering 130, earning from $500 up 
tly have been asked to accept cuts ranging from 25 per 
cent to 50 per cent. This action over a two and one half year 
period will save the company about $2,500,000 annually. This 
will contribute markedly to the firm's stability and thereby to 
the security of each individual executive's job. The 20th-Fox 
officials also will have a direct incentive to strive for the best 
possible operations because they will share in 50 per cent of 
the company’s profits, up to the point at which their original 
salaries would be equalled. 

Even in boom times very high salaries within the motion pic- 
ture business were a springboard for much unfavorable pub- 
licity. In times such as these they are of dubious economic 
validity. 

The plan announced by Mr. Skouras is bold and effective. It 
offers promise of a direct and needed readjustment. 


Warner Rededication 


N announcing the amicable ending of negotiations of Mr. 
Louis R. Lurie and associates for the purchase of the 
Warner family stock in Warner Bros., Mr. Harry M. Warner 

said in part: 

"When all was said and done, we could not sever ourselves, 
and we have determined to devote our entire attention to a 
schedule of motion picture productions which is probably the 
most forward looking in the history of this company. Our ef- 
forts in the matter of production and distribution will still be 
coupled with the reshaping of the Warner Theatre Circuit so 
that it complies with the legal decree and still remains as a 
money earning entity.” 

As was pointed out here last week, the three Warner broth- 
ers have much to contribute of current and future value to the 
motion picture industry. Their decision not to retire should be 
received with general approbation. 

An indication of the present spirit at Warners is the an- 
nouncement of a summer drive, sparked by the slogan, “Look 
Forward—Go Forward," and backed by four attractions of 
great promise.

The Manager’s Responsibility 


T is perhaps time for some circuits to re-examine the re- 

sponsibilities allotted to the individual theatre manager. 

While practices vary considerably from one chain to an- 
other, it is the exceptional one that grants to the managers 
any control over booking and programming policies. 

Most circuits have developed an efficient pattern of opera- 
tions modeled on many big businesses in other fields. The 
circuit home office with headquarters staff functions much like 
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the top management of some of America's great corpora- 
tions. In some instances the headquarters staff does all the 
thinking and the manager is but a polite greeter of patrons, 
overseer of the house staff, and a filler-in of seemingly endless 
forms. 

While the motion picture circuits have been increasing con- 
centration of control and authority in home offices, the pen- 
dulum has swung the other way in a number of merchandising 
chains. The development of the super-market and the sub- 
urban branch of the big downtown department store frequently 
means vastly extended authority to the manager. 

In many instances the manager is responsible for running the 
store successfully and, within lines of general re oe A policy, 
he has complete authority to stock, advertise and display prod- 
ucts that he believes will suit the customers in his own area. 

A good theatre manager should be the best authority on 
the tastes of his regular and potential patrons. 


Self Regulation vs. Censorship 


UBLICATION of the unanimous decision of the Appellate 

Division of the New York State Supreme Court affirming 

the right of the State Board of Regents to revoke the 
license of the Italian film "The Miracle" is an occasion for con- 
sidering again the merits of self regulation vs. censorship. 

Had Roberto Rossellini paid attention to the Production 
Code when planning the production of "The Miracle” or had 
the distributor or exhibitors concerned valued the good name 
of the industry, the film never would have come to public ex- 
hibition in the United States. Because self regulation was not 
applied, controversy and court action ensued. 

On Wednesday in Kansas City Mr. Leon J. Bamberger, RKO 
Radio sales promotion manager, warned the members of the 
Allied of Kansas and Missouri and the National Drive-In Thea- 
tre Owners Association that local and state censorship is likely 
to spread, unless the trend is resisted by the exhibitors. One 
excellent way of combatting political censorship, Mr. Bam- 
berger pointed out, is to make the public everywhere under- 
stand the industry's self regulation system under the Production 
Code. 


@ A welcome note of optimism and confidence has been 
sounded by Mr. Samuel Goldwyn in his announcement for 
plans to produce four films in the next twelve months at a total 
budget of nearly nine million dollars. Mr. Goldwyn commented, 
"| have often been asked recently what the future holds for 
the picture business. Nothing | know more expresses my con- 
fidence than my plans for my next year's product." 


q Industry Service of the Week: Mr. B. W. Levy, Amalga- 
mated Buying Service, Inc., of New Haven has undertaken a 
commendable letter-writing campaign in protest against a 
recent Associated Press dispatch from Hollywood asserting 
that the film industry is having “engine trouble."

number of houses in the hot 
weather. 


> The eventual showdown about 
the future of COMPO as an effec- 
tive organization serving the pur- 
poses for which it was founded may 
be coming sooner than some expect. 
There has recently been a crystaliz- 
ing of opposition, some of which is 
very vocal, to the individuals and 
groups alleged to be capriciously 
thwarting COMPO’s development. 


>» Statement by Leonard H. Golden- 
son that 80 percent of United Para- 
mount Theatres operate on a single 
bill policy in contrast with 80 per- 
cent of other circuits’ houses using 
double bills is likely to revive 
heated discussion on the perennial 
question of which policy is better. 


> It is certain that the executive 
salary cuts, against participation in 
half the profits up to the full present 
compensation, being started July 1 
by 20th Century-Fox will be widely 
studied by other companies with 
similar problems.

auditorium or rest rooms.”

HOUSE GROUP LEAVES 
TICKET TAX ALONE 


The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee in Washington had some 
good news and a little bad news for 
the motion picture industry this 
week. The committee failed to rec- 
ommend a boost in the current 20 
per cent admission tax and at the 
same time voted to reduce the pres- 
ent tax on photographic equipment 
from 25 per cent to 20 per cent. On 
the debit side, the group voted ten- 
tatively to increase the present man- 
ufacturer's excise tax on film, includ- 
ing raw stock, from 15 per cent to 
20 per cent.

Gambling 
Mits Bingo 


Aroused against gambling by the disclos- 
ures of the Kefauver Committee, police au- 
thorities in many parts of the country are 
cracking down on bingo to the satisfaction 
of the many theatre owners who say its 
competition is harmful to their business, and 
to the chagrin of those exhibitors who feel 
the game gives attendance a shot in the arm. 

In recent years, surveys indicate, bingo 
has developed into a highly profitable 
gambling enterprise, with a “take” of mil- 
lions of dollars a week. Although many 
bingo games are operated by church groups, 
charities and fraternal organizations, the 
great majority of them are run by “profes- 
sionals” for personal gain, the surveys 
show 

In recent weeks, police authorities have 
closed down bingo games in Syracuse, Buf- 
falo, Poughkeepsie, Cleveland, Dayton and 
Many other cities have already 
banned bingo or are planning to.

The $1,411,000 of estimated consolidated 
earnings for the first quarter of 1951 repre- 
sent 61 cents per the 2,302,760 
shares outstanding and in the hands of the 
public on March 31, 1951. This compares 
with 45 cents per share for the quarter end- 
ed April 1, 1950, on 3,172,870 shares then 
outstanding.

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Worker Bid for TV Net 
Split May Kill Plans

Television is rapidly outstripping politics 
as a maker of strange bedfellows (witness 
“Pier 23” review in this edition) and the 
strangest of these may turn out to be, to the 
surprise of both parties, the motion picture 
exhibitor and the motion picture production 
worker. 

If the latter’s present demand for partici 
pation in producer’s procceds from the sale 
of theatrical films to television is success- 
fully enforced, there may be so littie of the 
slender revenue from this source for the 
producer that he’ll not bother with it. That 
would end the threat flood of 
pictures into television homes, and the end- 
ing of that threat has been a major ambition 
of exhibitors ever since you know when. 

Exhibitors, experienced though they be in 
tussling with the complexities of clearance, 


ot a good 


zoning, competitive bidding and so on, may 
find it a little difficult to follow the reason- 
ing on which the production worker is 
pressing his demand. The production worker 
is a collective term meaning the members 
of the Screen Directors Guild, the Screen 
Actors Guild, the Screen Writers Guild and 
the Hollywood AFL Film Council, and that 
quartette of organizations embraces every- 
body (except studio executives) who have

The Theatre Manager Has Grave Responsibility 


NITED PRESS from 

Marlin, Texas, tell of a hoax per- 

petrated by practical joker, 
which could easily have caused a serious 
panic and loss of life, in a drive-in theatre. 
It seems well nigh impossible for the fool 
who cries “fire” to accomplish much the 
same thing in the open air, but that’s just 
what happened. 

During the Saturday night performance, 
with over 200 cars in the theatre, an excited 
patron rushed to the manager’s office and 
said, “I just heard over my car radio that 
a terrible tornado is headed for Marlin.” 
The manager switched on a microphone and 
the theatre sound blasted out the 
warning to head Five minutes 
later, all 200 cars were gone and the alarm

has spread over the entire community. The

anxious citizens sought shelter in the court- 
house, which was locked tight. The power 
company turned on auxiliary generators tor 
two hours in the emergency. 

The unbelievable part of this awful week- 
end fright in a small Texas city is that no- 
body, apparently, checked to find out if there 
was any truth in the rumor. It was all just 
a “Texas tall tale’—says the United Press, 
but that wouldn’t excuse or explain lives 
lost in a wild panic of drivers and cars, such 
as might have followed. The manager was 
ihe person primarily responsible for verifica- 
tion of the bulletin he put on the P.A. sys 
tem. He should have made sure, before he 
let loose such news 

Theatre managers generally know of the 
danger of a cry of fire, in a crowded the- 
atre. House staffs have been alerted and 
fire drills are held, to train both audience 
and employees in the necessary safeguards. 
But it’s strictly a new risk, in an outdoor 
theatre, and you would hardly believe it 
could be possible. But here’s evidence that 
it has been done. 

There’s no proof that this wasn’t an 
honest mistake—but it could have been 
malice, or just a poor practical joke, con-

It's good to note the expansion of ex- 
ploitation in the fieid by United Artists, in 
a new schedule of this activity announced 
by Max E. Youngstein, vice-president and 
director of advertising, publicity and ex- 
ploitation for the company, which will be 
handled directly by Mori Krushen, exploita- 
tion manager.

All the majors are taking the 
economy out of exploitation and exchang- 
ing it for expert and efficient effort at the 
point of sale. But one thing we want to 
make clear, as a matter of policy: 

This is the Managers’ Round Table, and 
sometimes the field man is necessarily 
anonymous. He's there to assist and not 
to monopolize the credits. A good field 
man knows this fact and works accordingly. 
Otherwise, we'd soon have a field man's 
exploitation section, to the exclusion of 
3,500 Round Table members, only a few of 
whom have the benefit of cooperation.

With fine performances and some excellent 
mood photography to its credit, “The Man With 
My Face” is a better-than-average thriller that 
gathers speed and tension as it rolls along to 
ward a sock ending in the best Hollywood tra 
dition 

Forsaking the comparative ease of the coast 
studios, producer Edward F. Gardner—he of 
radio’s “Duffy's Tavern”—took his cameras 
and crew to Puerto Rico where the film was 
photographed in its entirety. It benefits to a 
considerable extent from the native background 
and its scenes have a sharp, brittle documentary 
feeling that adds value. 

Based on Samuel W. Taylor's somewhat fan- 
tastic yarn of a man ousted from his own home 
by an impostor who is in league with his wife 
and partner, the picture is really one long and 
often exciting chase, climaxed by a surprise 
ending that'll have the audience gripping their 
seats 

Mr. Taylor and T. J. McGowan wrote the 
screenplay and Edward J. Montaigne directed 
with a firm hand that permitted the reins to 
slacken only occasionally. On the whole, the 
picture manages to accomplish what it sets out 
to do, even though some slowed 
by excessive dialogue 

The use of the trained killer-dog introduces 
something new in screen He is set 
loose on several potential witnesses who know 
the real score 

Jarry Nelson, who, like the rest of the cast, 
must yet stake his claim to stardom, takes the 
two leads. He's the confused, angered Ameri- 
can accountant who comes home to find a dou- 
ble has taken his place, and he plays the 
smooth brutal bank robber who finally dies in 
the trap he set for his victim.
